W atching numismatic auctions while sitting at my desk allows me to get a feel for the coin market that 
used to require days of travel and substantial expense. While I cannot view the lots themselves and 
thus can readily miss the subtle characteristics that render a coin particularly appealing, I can get a sense 
of what people are paying. And when everything is in a grading slab, most of the lots are some variation of 
Mint State and those subtleties are less obvious even with the coin in hand. 


We did not make it to this year’s ANA show in August but I spent time at my desk following some of the 
sales. While I watched more than one sale, the Heritage sale that stood out made headlines for a record¬ 
making sale of “foreign” coins that realized a total of well into eight figures. (I cannot recall seeing mere 
three figure coin sales during my viewing of the live sale.) Coins costing many thousands of dollars each 
made up the sale and I was struck by the level of interest. 

There were slabbed modern and semi-modern issues with MS numbers in the mid to high 60s (heady stuff 
for those of you who do not follow the ins-and-outs of 11 different gradations of Mint State) and modern 
rarities with a mintage of a couple hundred or so that achieved individual prices higher than if you bought 
everything in this catalog. 

T he joy of numismatics is that inexpensive material can be just as exciting and fascinating as very 
expensive pieces. This gives one pause. And a sense of gratitude that all the appealing aspects of 
numismatics-historic significance, artistic merit, appealing design, and even high grade pieces-can be 
had for modest sums. We enjoy the opportunity to put together these eclectic sales—a run of ancient coins 
including unusual and less-often-seen things, British coins, tokens, medals and then runs of some of the 
unusual items that we pick up in collections or even when looking around the market generally. 

Rather than my commenting on bits and pieces in this sale, I suggest you look through it—a small sale 
with some fascinating variety in a catalog you can browse through quickly, or pause to spend more time 
when something catches your eye.

This reverse type is reminiscent of the early tetradrachms of Mithradates VI. Perseus, a son of Zeus and one of the greatest 
heroes in Greek mythology, is most renowned for beheading the Gorgon Medusa and using her severed head, which 
could turn onlookers into stone, as a mighty weapon in his later adventures. He slayed the sea monster Cetus, rescuing 
Andromeda, who became his wife. One of their sons was Electryon, the father of Alcmene, whose union with Zeus 
produced the most iconic Greek hero ever, Heracles, making Perseus both Heracles’ great-grandparent and his half-brother.

Rare Secular Games issue, historically fascinating, and especially rare with head left. The Ludi Saeculares, or Secular 
Games, included religious ceremonies involving various sacrifices and theatrical performances, and were first celebrated 
early in Rome’s history in response to a pestilence which afflicted the city. Domitian celebrated them in October A.D. 88. 
The reverse type is alluded to in a passage by Suetonius in which heralds are described as going around the city inviting 
people to a spectacle.

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Medals & Miscellany 

P aduan medals are so named after Giovanni da Cavino of Padua (1500-1570), who during his lifetime produced high 
quality dies to strike imitations and fantasy versions of Roman coins. The dies were passed down through Cavino’s 
family until being purchased by the antiquary to the king of France in the 17th century, 100 years after Cavino’s death. It is 
quite likely that the dies were used in the years between Cavino’s death and their sale, and many copies were also cast based 
on struck originals. Casts were also created using existing casts, these ‘aftercasts’ generally decrease in quality and fidelity the 
further removed they become from the original struck examples. 

Whether or not they were made as intentional counterfeits is not conclusive (many scholars argue no). Various examples 
found their way into serious collections over time, but Zander Klawans’s 1977 reference (and the many preceding works 
by Lawrence and others) mean that they are now rarely mistaken for real examples. Unlike many non-contemporary 
counterfeits, Paduans are historic and collectible in their own right.
